Training for Evangelism 


in the December, 1973 issue of this magazine mention was made of the great demand for our officers and that the 
demand far exceeded the supply. This situation has continued to grow and, if we had them, we could place more than 20 
additional officers as parish evangelists, youth leaders, etc. However, the only way to resolve the situation is to recruit and 
train many more men and women called by God to this work. 


Our readers may care to know the subjects studied by those who are accepted for the two year residential training 
course. All our students have to sit for the Th.A. examinations of the Australian College of Theology and these are — Old 
Testament, New Testament, Christian Belief, Christian Mission and Missions, Religious Education, Church History, 
Worship, and Ethics and the Christian Faith. 


The students are also required to study the following additional subjects — Evangelism, Introduction to the Bible, 
Apologetics, English Expression, Church Army History and Mission, Communication, Group Dynamics, Reading and 
Public Speaking, Psychology of Childhood, Human Development and Introduction to Counselling, Youth and Youth 
Leadership. 


A strong emphasis is placed upon practical training, so that the subjects being studied are put into practice in 
learning situations throughout the whole of the training course.

Captain Bob Eland is a Youth Leader at the 
Sydney City Mission Community Centre at Green Valley. 
He has a very varied ministry as you can teil from the 
photographs that depict just some of his activities. Not 
all his work is directly connected with the Centre. He is 
also involved with his local parish church and at a 
nearby High School, where he takes two large groups for 
religious instruction each week. 


Another important aspect of the work is the 
establishing of good working relationships with govern- 
ment departments such as Child Welfare, Housing Com- 
mission and the Police. A close liaison is also maintained 
with various social welfare agencies in the community. 


It is certainly necessary to be a good listener in 
such a ministry as Bob Eland’s. And it is equally im- 
portant to know when to speak and what ta say. This 
requires understanding of people and sensitivity; quali- 
ties which are developed in Church Army training, and 
further sharpened in the daily activities of the Evan- 
gelist’s ministry. 


Church Army Evangelists see themselves as bearers 
and sharers of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. Taking the 
Gospel to people where and as they are, and sharing the 
Gospel with people by word and by action. What a won- 
derful privilege and great responsibility this is!
